The Burning of the Brooklyn 
Catholic Orphan Asylum. 


Twelve Bodies, Ten Children and 
Two Adults, Taken From 
the Ruins To-Day. 
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Ghastly Discoveries While the Searoh 
Is In Progress. 
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Many of the Children Still Missing 
Details of the Conflagration—Mero- 
ism of Sister Josephine—Energetic 
Efforts of the Firemen—Losses and 


Insurance. 


New York, December 19.— A Brooklyn Eagle 
extra this morning states that the Fire Marshal re- 
ports that twelve bodies have been found up to 8 
o'clock this morning among the ruins of the burned 
St. John’s Home for Children. The workmen are 
Still searching the debris and the utmost excitement 
‘prevails in the vicinity of the asylum. The bodies 
‘found are so charred and blackened that identifica- 
tion is almost impossible. Itis believed that most 
of the children who perished were in 

THE ILL-FATED SISTER JOSEPHINE’S WARD. 
The men engaged in excavating the ruins of the 
laundry, found the remains of nine boys and two 
grown persons. Who the adults were has not been 
ascertained yet. The Sisters are unwilling to be in- 
terviewed, but it is plainly to be seen that their list 
of inmates rescued does not come up to the full 
number. Thisis explained by the statement that 
‘the children that may have been cared for in private 
houses 
WILL TURN UP. 

The fact is,that last night only one child was 
ndmitted to be missing. and this morning a dozen 
bodies have been found. These facts tell their own 

ghastiy story with a posit iveness thatis appalling. 


Another Account. 0 
New Vonk, December 19.—Blackened walls and 
smoking ruins were all that remained this morning 
of St. John’s Home, the male Catholic Orphan 
Asylum, which burned yesterday. Crowds of spec- 
tators gathered there to-day to witness the firemen 
and police digging in the ruins, 
The sisters in charge of the asy- 
“lum were of the opinion last night 
that all the children had been got out of the build- 
ing, but persons who were on the outside and as- 
sisted in hetping the little ones to escape, asserted 
that there were many lives Jost. They said they 
saw the little ones ina room on the third floor, over 
the laundry, when the flames made their way to it, 
and they knew that all avenues of escape had been 
cut off. Two or three grown persons are also be- 
lieved to have perished. The assertions of 
thése people are correct. for this 
morning the diggers came across the charred re- 
mains of a little group of four children, who ap- 
peared huddled together just before their cries for 
help had been stifled in death. In the dormitory, 
directly over the laundry, were sixty sick boys. It 
is not known whether all were saved. At a later 
hour this morning three more bodies were discov- 
ered near where the passage to the main building 
was located. Some of the bodies appeared to be 
thore of, adults. Shortly after 9 o'clock 
two more bodies were found burned to a crisp and 
all identity destroyed. The children are scattered 
all over the city, and until collected it will not be 
possible to identify the bodies of those who perish- 
ed. the police found many orphans on the streets 
half frozen, and took them to the station house. Citi- 
zens took, charge of some of them and it will prob- 
ably be a day or two before they can be collected 
together again. Of the bodies foundthis morning, 
it is thought that one is a man and one a woman. 
The diggers are still at work. It is thought that 
other bodies will be recovered. 


The Fire. 

New York, December 19.—At 3 o'clock yesterday 
afternoon fire was discovered in the Catholic Male 
Orphan Asylum, at the corner of St. Marks and 
Albany avenues, in Brooklyn. The blaze began in 
the right wing on the southern end and rapidly 
made its way into the main building. The boiler- 
room and heating apparatus of the asylum furnish- 
ed the piace of origin of the fire, and inthe third 
story over these was the infirmary, where were 
sixty boys, ranging in age from 6 to 10 years, all 
more or less sick. Whether they were all rescued 
can not yet be told. 

Sister Josephine, who was with these children 
when the fire alarm was given, made the bravest 
possible efforts to save her charges. She got the 
children out of the dormitory, but she lost her own 
life. Staying in the apartment too long 
in the search which she was making to see if any of 
the children were left therein, when she turned to 
make her own escape the flames barred her egress. 
At the only door through which safety could be 
won the fire was burning fiercely and the smoke 
pouring in. The heroic woman made her way to a 
window and got out upon acornice. Foreman Mo- 
Groarty of one of the engine companies, made his 
way to the rescue of the lady, but was unable to get 
quite to her. Taking a position where he could hold 
on firmly he took off his coat and swung it to Sister 
Josephine, who grasped it and let the fireman pull 
her to him. Her strength, however, was not equal 
to the task; her grasp weakened and, to the horror 
of the throng looking up from below, 
the unfortunate nun fell to the pavement below, 
where she was picked up unconscious and borne to 
St Catherine's Hospital, where she died at 6 o'clock. 

Joseph Ryan, a boy who was on the same floor 
with Sister Josephine, came down the ladder, which 


broke under him, giving him a very severe fall. 
John McGrath, 8 ye old, jumped from the 
third-story window and was badly injured. 
SEVEN HUNDRED LIVES IN DANGER. 
There were seven hundred and eighty-five orphans 
in the Institution when the fire broke out. Sister 
DeChantal, the Su oress, and the other sisters 
made almost super-human efforts to get the children 
out of the doomed building. and itis believed that 
very few, if any, were left behind.

DISCUSSING FREIGHT CHARGES. 


An Imsortant Meeting of the Illinois Rail- 
way and Warehouse Commissioners. 

CHicaGco, III., December 19.—The Illinois State 
Board of Railway and Warehouse Com- 
missioners began its session here at 10:30 
o'clock this morning, with representatives of the 
railways throughout the State, and shippers, to 
consider the question of ordering a reduction in the 
prevailing freight charges. Nearly every railway 
in the State was represented, and there was also 
a large attendance of prominent shippers, and a 
few representatives of the farming community. In 
the room were alsoa few members of the State 
Legislature, who, however, took no partin the pro- 
ceedings, Chairman Brainegd of the Railway 
Board said in explanation of the short notice upon 
which the meeting had been calied, that the board 


had not, and did not intend to take any spasmodic 

or hurried action upon such an important question. 

They intended further, to give everybody interested 

eo opportunity to be heard upon the sub- 
ec 

Commissioner Wicker, on behalf of the Chicago 
Freight Bureau, which represents a large and im- 
portant class of Chicago merchants and shippers, 
said the manufacturers desired a 
change in the classification of  bind- 
ers’ twine and binders’ wire. In the years 1888 
and 1884, he explained, 28,000,000 pounds of these 
two articles had been manufactured and they re- 
presented a total value of $3,481,000. At present 
they are scheduled as second-class in less den car 
loads, and when ship with agricultural imple- 
ments and in car | they went as fourth-class.

The Ship Anna’s Experience in the 
Indian Ocean. 


A Terrible Typhoon—Tossed by Mountain- 
ous Waves—The Dead Calm That Preceded 


Ocean. *

By Telegraph to the Post-Dispatch. 

New York, December 19.— The ship Anna was ly- 
ing out in the stream off Bedloe’s Island, this morn- 
ing. Icean inch thick coated .her sides, which 
make her look as if she was armor-plated. The 
masts were frosted and icicles eighteen inches long 
hung from the yards, The sailors walked 


the decks clad in their thickest and warmest cloth- 
ing. and were frantic in their efforts to keep warm. 
Altogether the ship looked as though she had re- 
turned from a polar expedition instead of having 
just arrived from Hong Kong. 

Capt. Schielat, who was seen by 
your torresponden said: “We had a 
very 14 of it altogether and now. to crown 
all, have been nearly frozen in this harbor. We left 
Hong Kong on July 4, and made our way straight 
for Macassar. All was very nice for several days, 
but we knew that would not last long. 

INDIAN OCEAN Is TREACHEROUS, 
and we anticipated rightly. for on July B. when in 
latitude 12°, and longitude 128 east, nne of those 
typhoons peculiar to that locality broke on us.

Every stitch of sail was taken down, the yards 
lowered, the topmasts brought down as low as pos- 
sible,the decks were cleared and every movable 
thing stowed away. The calm was oppressive at 
first. We lay 

ALMOST MOTIONLESS ON THE SEA, 
our masts anne of canvas. Then 
came the rst warning gust 
of wind, and in a moment the typhoon was on us. 
The men at the helm were lashed there to prevent 
their being washed away. The wind blew from the 
sonthwest to the northwest, and for hours we ran 
before it under bare poles. 
I have wondered since how we weathered it, and 
how the mast withstood the strain. Wave after 
wave broke over the deck, sweeping the ship from 
stem tostern. The men were frequently taken by 
a wave and hurled to the other end of 
the ship, and yet, miraculous to say, 
no one was hurt and nothing was damaged. These 
ty phoons leave off just as suddenly as they come, 
and after a few hours we were again on a calm sea, 
which lasted while we made the passage through

Reached T o-Day. 


The Cold Wave Flag Ordered Down and 
Warmer Weather Promised To-Morrow 
—Some Facts and Figures About the 
Present Frigid Snap—The River. 


At 11 o'clock this morning the cold wave flag 
was ordered down by the chief signal officer, and 
the indications are that, although the increase iu 
temperature will not be very marked to-day, by to- 
morrow it will be quite perceptible and in a day or 
two the mercury will probably be back at its old 
mark—the freezing point. Last night the lowest 
figure reached at the signal office was 7° below 
zero, and that was in the small hours of the 


morning. At6o'’clock this morning the mercu 
had slowly crept up to 6° below, and at 10 o’cloc 


the snap is about gone suffering humanity may take 
comfort in the fact that their groans, lamentations 
and curses in the last two days have been called out 
by the bitterest visitation of arctic weather ex- 
perienced in this city this early in the winter for some 
years. During last winter,which was especially severe 
in the extreme cold of January, the minimum regis- 
tration of the month of December was 8.5° above.

Another Dull Week in All Branches 
of the Business. 
. — 


Remarkably Few Sales and a Light Inquiry 
—House-Renting at a Low Ebb--Contra- 
dictory Reports Regardiag the Loaning 
Interest—Chats With the Architects and 
Real Estate Men. 5 


Mr. John Maguire, the president of the Real Es- 
tate Exchange, was at the Exchange to-day when 
the Post-Dispatoa reporter called to learn from 
Secretary Mark Priest how the business of house- 
renting had fared during the week, On being 
asked to describe the condition of the real estate 
market Mr. Maguire said that there was nothing to 
be gained by attempting to conceal the fact that it 
was very duli, and that there was no immediate 
prospect for improvement. He had full faith that 
in the spring business would be thoroughly satis- 
factory and that the activity then would compen- 
ate for present lethargy. It is an honest fact,” he 
said, that we older real estate men cannot help 
laughing when we read the utterances of men who, 
having only recently engaged in the business, are 
able to report a satisfactory condition of affairs 
prevailing at the present time. Of course we know 
the real value of such statements, and the object 
for which they are made, but they are absurd in 
themselves, and become especially ridiculous when 
placed by the side of the honest statements of other 
dealers, who, with a praiseworthy disregard for the 
advantages ofa puff. supply the press with the 
actual facts. We would really prefer to have nothing 
at all said about the real estate market just now, 
but ifa report is insisted upon as a necessary 


part of the news of the day, we supply a true one, 
knowing not only that it is simple justice to do so, 
but that, in the long run, it pays best to state things 
as they are and not as we would like them to be. 
here is a suggestion which I think I shal! make to 
the Exchange before long, which, if carried out, 
would, 1 believe, during our dull season, result in 
A THOROUGHLY SATISFACTORY EXPOSITION 

of the week’s business. I think that it would be a 
very wise thing for the Exchange to appoint a com- 
mittee of five of its mem to meet in the Ex- 
change every Thursday at noon and supply the 

ess with a report upon the condition of the mar- 
— and a review of the week, with a list of the 
trausactions which Pave occurred within that time. 
such @ committee couid with ease collect the 
facts, and their report to such newspaper 
representatives as calied forit would bea thor- 
oughly reliable and very valuable exposition of the 
market.” 

“Such a report would undoubtedly prove a help 
to — estate newe-gatherer,“ the reporter re- 
marked. 

“Yes, and it would be’a help to the business and 
tothe publie. The contradictions contained in the 
newspaper real estate reports make them really of 
no va.ue whatever to the parties interested. One 
real estate man visited says that money is scarce, 
and in great demand at 8 per cent; the next re- 
ports that money is being freely offered, but that 
borrowers are scarce, and that the prevailing rate 
is 6 per cent. One of these reports only is correct, 
but the question is which one. If market report- 
ing of any kind is not redu to 
an exact science it is 9 no 
value whatever. What would a banker 
think of a financial article which contained such 
evident contradictions as these!“ 

“When do you think your committee of five will 
get to work?” 

“That isa matter for the Exchange to decide 
after its attention has been called to it. In the 
meantime you would be doing all the real estate 
men in the city a benefit if you would call the at- 
tention of tenants to the fact that, during cold 
woather like the present, they can prevent their 
pipes from bursting by turning off the water in the 
cellar. In fully three-fourths of the cases the acci- 
dents, which cost landlords large sums of money 
anuually, are the result of the tenants’ carelessness. 
The plumbers gave a ball last year, but if pipes go 
en bursting as they have within the past few days 
they li be able to give three or four this one.“

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COAL WILL NOT do Up.

No Occasion for Any Alarm on That 
Subject. 


— 
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The Retail Dealers’ Association is Merely 
for Mutual Protection and Cannot In- 
crease the Price Without the Aid of the 
Wholesale Men—Talk With a Prominent 
Dealer. 


The suffering attendant upon the present cold 
snap is very great not only among the very poor, but 
among the laboring classes who have homes that 
are ordinarily comfortable. Naturally, it has had 
the effect of increasing the demand for coal, and 
there is a general apprehension’ that 
the prices of that commodity will be forced 


up very rapidly. Only a week ago the coal-yard 
men—that is to say the men who do not mine their 
own es but purchase from wholesale dealers 
for retail purposes -formed an association, which 
now comprises nearly ail of the men in that line in 
the city. Committees were then sent around 
among the wholesale dealers to secure their sig- 
natures to an agreement not to sell any 
coal in less quantity than twenty-five bushels. 
The purpose was plainly enough to protect these 
small dealers from competition on the part of the 
wholesale men. Ali of the wholesale firms signed 
the agreement, for it was very manifest that a re- 
fusal to do so meant a loss of the patronage of the 
members of the union. Last night the new associa- 
tion met at Turner Hall and received a report to the 
effect that the 
ABBEY MINING COMPANY 

bad violated its contract and had sold several small 
lots of fuel. By unanimous vote the Abbey Com- 
pany was stricken off the list, and a resolution 
was adopted that in future no member of the Asso- 
ciation should patronize that corporacion. A close 
watch is being kept on all other wholesale men. and 
it is expected that they will be kept straight by the 
frightful example of the Abbey Company. 

As these circumstances have been interpreted by 
many as indicating a purpose to force up the price 
to consumers, a PosT-DISPATCH reporter this morn- 
ing made some inquiry among the men 
who furnish the city coal supply regard- 
ing the prospect. They with one accord deciared 
that there was no danger whatever of either a coal 
famine or an increase of price. 

in the first place, said one of these gentlemen, 
who very fully expressed the views of the others, 
“there is a large overproduction in coal, which is 
of itself a guaraniee against any rise in price. In 
the next place, the weather has thus far been so 
mild that the stocks of coal which people laid in 
during the summer have not been much diminished 
yet, although in other years first stocks 
are usually consumed b this date. I 
think it would take fully a month of 
very severe weather like this to make a reaily brisk 
business for us wholesale dealers. A week's cold 
snap, while it livens up trade with the small coal

Impossible.“ 

Can the combination of the retail dealers have 
any effect on the market?” 

“None ateall, You see the agreement signed by 
us prevents us oniy from selling lots of less than 
twenty-five busheis. We are at liberty to seli to any- 
body who wants as much as a two-horse wagon 
load, heube we can control the market rates just 
as before. There is really no ground whatever 
for alarm We are selling common Ilinois 
coal for nine cents per busbel, and our best coal is 
ony eleven cents. These prices are the same as have 
prevaiied during the past two years, and they will 
in ail proability prevail right through the season. Of 
course. the men wuo peddie up in the market place, 
niay charge bigher rates—it is natural they shouid, 
they charge whatever they can get—but that has 
nothing to do with making the market.“

A MYSTERIOUS CASE. 


A Negro Dangerously Wounded and the 
Police Badly Puzzled. 

Francis Whitesides, a negro, is lying at the City 
Hospital with a builet in his groin and in danger of 
death. Since 6 o'clock last evening the police have 
been trying to unrave! the mystery which led to this 
serious condition of things. At the hour men- 
tioned Whitesides called at Tim Kiely's saloon on 


Sixth and Ciark avenue, and asked for a drink of 
whisky, saying he was shot. An officer was called 
ia and the man was immediately taken to the City 
Dispensary, where a bullet wound was found in the 
left groin, Whitesides was transferred to the City 
Hospital, where a statement vas  obtain- 
ed from. He said he was coming 
from Lucy Long’s house, where -he had 
carried his washing, and on crossing the Spruce 
street bridge over the tunnel at Eigbth street he was 
met by two men, one of whom pushed him against 
the railing. He resented the insuit by attacking 
the man, whose head he soon had wedged under his 
left arm. While in this position the man 
bit Whiteside's thumb, aud drawing 
a revolver, one shot, epee — 
the wound described. During last night the officers 

uestioned every person living in the vicinity of 

ighth and oo streets, but could find no wit- 
ness to this affray which Whitesides said occurred 
at that place at 6 o'clock. About the same time as 
set by Whitesides for the snooting Officer Roach 
arrested a young man named Adains at the corner 
of Fourth street and Washington avenue, carrying 
a revolver in his hand. One of the chambers of the 
weapon was einpty, and when questioned he said 
he had fired it in the air, and had intended enjoying 
himself firing ail the chambers in the air. Adams 
is supposed to insane. He denies 
having shot anybody. Every officer 
in the city was questioned last nigut through the 
various stations, but no report of a shooting was 
received from any locality. Whitesides had a 
bruised thumb, and it is the opinion of the officers 
that while attempting to rob some 
body he was shot as he describes- 
At noon to-day Dr. Dean reported that Whitesides 
was resting easy, but the bail had not yet been ex- 
tracted, and he cousequentiy couid not say whether 
the wound was of a fatai nature or less serious than 
itappears. Whitesides is kuown on Sixth and 
Clark avenue by tne atias ef the “Thumper.”

A Railroad Man’s Ideas Concerning Em- 
ployment Agency” Frauds, 

„How is it. asked a reporter this morning of a 
gentleman who is connected with the passenger de- 
partment of one of our large railroads, that one 
of these ‘employment agencies’ can get tickets from 
the railroad companies at lower rates than the poor 
devil whom they victimized by sending him to 
a remote point under the impression that a job is 
waiting for him therer” 

“Well. the sort of case you describe is an abuse 
of a system which is fair enough when not abused. 
That kind of an arrangement with employment 


agencies is not confined to any particular road, 
but it is made under an agreement to which all of 
the roads are party. The agreement enables any 


road to make what is called a laborer's rate’ for 
laboring men in numbers of five or more. The rea- 
son that the laborer himself cannot get that rate is. 
because he is not a party of five or more.” 

“But why give that rate to a middie man, or an 
employment agency. Who sells the transportation at 
a profit. Why not give it direct to the laborers?” 

“We do give it direct to the laborers. Any body 
of men numbering more than five can get better 
rates directiy from the raiircads than from any em- 
ployment agency. But there are very few cases 
where that many laborers will get together to go to 
the same point, except through an employment 
agent.“ 

And ret an employment agent is enabled to sell 
single tickets to anybody who wil buy them, 
while a railroad won't sel them that way.” 

“Only by au evasion of agreement can that be 
done.“ 

“Setting all that aside, why do raliroads give 
these advantages to agencies whichare engaged iu 
sending men long distances Under false pretences?" 

“Well, I am free to say, 1 have been in the 
business a good while, and I never heard 
of a railroad discovering that any agency was a 
fraud. The main thing is to t all the business 
that is going to any town on the line your road 
reaches and not to stay up nights inquiring how 
the passengers happen to be traveling to those 
points.“

On the day of 
the last August election in Morehead a quarrel arose, 
a fight ensuing, in which John Martin and Floyd 
Tolliver engaged on opposite sides, both using their 
pistols.

In the ex- 
amin ing trial Martin's friends swore that Tolliver 
fired the fatal shot, while Tolliver's friends swore 
that Martin did the killing. Asa consequence to 
this cross swearing, both Martin and Tolliver were 
indicted separately for the murder of Bradley. 
This. of course, deepened the bitter animosity al- 
ready existing. Time wore away until a little over 
a week ago, when Martin, having recovered from 
his wounds, met Tolliver in a saloon at Carey's 
Hotel, Morehead. They took a drink together, and 
had apparentiy made friends, when the ub 
again turned upon the killing of last Aucust. But 
few words had passed wien Martin, without warn- 
ing to his opponent, fired upon him, killing instant- 
ly. Martin surrendered himself to the authorities 
and was taken to the Winchester Jail for safe-keep- 
ing.

80 e “Tolliver s friends and the — 
generally that they determined upon 
revenge. So, on the 9th inst., Tuesday, as the mid- 
night train bearing Martin under guard, More- 
head fortrial had just passed the little town of 
Farmer's it was stopped by a party of fifty or sixty 
armed and masked men, who commanded the con- 
ductor and engineer to stand stil] until they should 
order them to proceed.

morning. In bis dying statement he s id he recog- 
nized several of the party, and named them. He 
also said that Alvin Boilin, the officer who had him 
in charge, proved atraitor to his trust, and aided 
the mob in his murder. 

These are not pleasant stories to contemplate in 
a civilized community. and those acquainted with 
Martin's friends fear the end is not yet. The in- 
habitants of the little town of Farmer's, where this 
last scene was enacted, and where the Tollivers 
live, are in terror least Martin's friends should in 
retaliation swoop down upon them and burn their 
village. Many citizens of that place are leaving 
until the excitement shall subside.

Then he shuts up everything for the last 
fifteen minutes of the meeting, and when the con- 
gregation, with lungs made tender by the hot, foul 
air within, strike the cold air outside there are sown 
in many instances the seeds of pneumonia or con- 
sumption. What does the janitor know about ven- 
tilation? Nothing. Did he ever study the subject? 
No. Who ishe? Generally some very nice and 
polite old gentleman with a head full of opinions 
that are old and mu-ty. Ten chances to one he 
couldn't tell you what the normal temperature of a 
room should be, and the same odds could be tagen 
that he hasn't the remotest knowledge of the hot 
gases floating in the upper portions of the room, 
and which are absolutely poisonous. Now I don't 
want such a person to dispense to me heaitn or 
sickness, and before I will submit to it I'll go into 
the country and attend the old meeting house there, 
where a general remonstrance would bring fresh air 
or close a window. Inthe city edifices, however, 
nobody but the janitor has a right to touch a ven- 
tilator or a window. and my fancy has become so 
morbid in the matter that I sit back during the ser- 
mon sometimes and picture to myseif the janitor 
gioating over each new victim that shuffies off this 
mortal coil. I saw a very singular result of this hot- 
air business the other evening ata prayer-meecting. 
The exhorter bad never had any success before, and 
when, atthe close of his appeal, two people arose 
and went forward as converts, he was so pleased 
that he came to me in great delight over what be 
called the outpouring of the spirit. The room was 
very full and close, and every inch of air seemed to 
have a double pressure as it rolled in hot waves over 
one’s head. I was about ready to faint myself and 
would have almost followed anybody anywhere.
